Domiciled in 
the King Room of the Tavern is this lovely old 
gold colored gown. 


The Fontaines, a French Hugenot family 


came to Kentucky prior to 1818. Hoping to make 
life in the New World as much like their beloved 
homeland as possible, they brought white mul- 
berry, saplings and silk worms over on the ship. 


When they migrated We'st in 1818, these 


prize possessions were brought with them. On 
reaching Washington, they were so impressed 
with the richness of the land and.the friendliness

of the people that they decided to settle. 


The precious mulberries were again set 


out and thrived in the sandy loam. Two years 
later, Dr. Smith followed his relatives to Wash- 
ington and set up his medical practice. Since 
he was the father of 13 children, and a believer 
that children should be kept busy, he saw 
that his brood assumed the care of the silk 
worms. 


The silk was processed, spun and woven 


at the home near Washington. The beautiful old 
gold color was produced from the juice of black 
walnut hulls. The style is not far different from 
that of today, and the dress is truly a treasure 
of Pioneer Washington Foundation.
